The matter of the master plan 
1 for the city’s central business dis- 
trict is rapidly nearing the point 
of decision. My own principal re- 
gret is that it has taken so long to 
go through the processes of law 
and investigation to reach this 
point, with the consequent freez- 
ing of the property involved. 

The results of the appraisal 
made by order of the city council 
showed costs moderately above 
those estimated by the planning 
consultant a year ago.

A 
half hour before serving time 
they’re heated with bacon drip- 
pings—then flavored with melting 
cheese right before they go on the 
table. Here Mrs. Mokler emphas- 
izes that the beans are heated, ra- 
ther than fried.
